shown in Annoxures A to E and their export shall be subject to the conditions shown 
in Annexures F and O with effect from the same date. 

3. Export of 

(i) Stove plates and discs; 

(ii) Punched washer; 

(iii) Condenser cut plate; and 

(iv) Other fabricated mica; will however, continue to be permitted only at an f.a.s. 

price equal to four times the price applicable to the grade and variety or 
mica used in the manufacture of the exported and product. There will, 
however, be no premium for thickness in any of these items.

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4. This Public Notice will come into force with immediate effect. However, e*port 
contracts for processed mica, mica waste/scrap, mica powder and fabricated mica entered 
into prior to 15th July, 1975, covered by irrevocable letters of credit opened prior to 
the 15th July, 1975, and in respea of which shipment was due on or before the date 
of this Public Notice, shall be allowed to be executed at the floor prices in force prior 
to 15th July, 1975, provided shipments in respect of such export contracts are completed 
within sixty days from the date of issue of this Public Notice.

For orders requiring supply of Block Mica Split and gauged accurately in one mil 
thickness range (such as 7 - 8 , 8 - 9 , 9 - 10 , 10 - 11 , or 0 . 175 - 0 . 20 , 0.2 to 0 . 225 , 0.225 to 0.25 
the minimum F.A.S. price for such Block Mica shall be 40 per cent higher than the 
minimum F.A.S. price of the grade and quality required to be supplied PROVIDED 
that order is placed in at least 4 consecutive thicknesses and provided that Order lot 
one thickness shall not exceed 40 per cent of the total order. In case an order is placed 
for less than 4 consecutive thickness, the price shall be 50 per cent higher than the 
minimum F.A.S. price of the grade and quality to be supplied, subject to the limitation 
provided in para 3 (a) below, relating to orders for one or two ONE mil range split and 
gauged Mica Blocks. 

3 . For orders requiring supply of Block Mica Split and gauged accurately in 2 mils 
or 3 mils thickness ranges, the minimum F.A.S. price shall be calculated on the following 
basis :— 

(a) For orders in 3 or more 2 mil or 3 mil-ranges (such as 7 — 9 , 8—- 10 , 10 — 12 , 

12—15 mils or 0 . 2 - 0 . 25 - 0.3 mm etc.), 30 per cent higher than the minimum 
F.A.S. price of the grade provided that such order for no one thickness 

^ shall exceed 50 per cent of the total order, 

(b) For orders in TWO 2 or 3 mil ranges only —40 per cent higher than the 

minimum F.A.S, price of the grade provided that in such case Order for 
no one thickness shall exceed 50 per cent of the total order. 

(c) For orders in only ONE one or two mil range of thickness (E.G. 7 —^ 9 , 8 — 10 , 

9 — 11 , 10 — 12 , or 8 - 9 , 9-10 etc.), 75 per cent higher than the minimum 
F.A.S, price. 

(d) For orders In only one three mil range of thickness such as 7 — 10 , or 9 —^ 12 , 

11 — 14 , etc., the F.A.S. price for such split and gauged mica shall be 50 per 
cent higher than the F.A.S. price of the grade 6, 40 per cent higher of the 
Grade 5 ) and 30 per cent higher of the grade 5 and above. 

4 . For orders requiring supply of Block Mica Split and gauged correctly in 4 mil 
range of thickness such as 8—12 or 12—16 mil or 0 . 2 ' 0 . 3 , 0 . 3 - 0.4 mm etc., the minimum 
F.A.S. price for such shall be calculated as follows:— 

(a) For order in only ONE such 4 or 5 mil range 25 per cent 

higher than the floor price of the grade. 

(b) For orders in TWO such 4 mil and or 5 mil range 15 per cent 

higher than the floor price of the grade. 

Tf an order is placed for supply of mica split and gauged in a series of two or more 
thickness, with a minimum jump of at least 2 or more mils in a continuous thickness, 
ranging from 6 mils and upwards up to including 15 mils, the floor price for such mica 
shall be 15 per cent higher than the floor price of the grade and quality to which the 
mica belongs, provided that order for one thickness range shall not exceed 40 per cent, 
nor shall be less than 20 per cent of 6 to 8 mils or 6 to 9 mils range. Provided further 
that against each delivery, in case of partial shipment of such order, there must be 
proportionate shipment of the order In all thickness ranges as far as possible.

Note,— ^The "approved sample” may be in any of the following forms;— 

(i) the sample approved by the foreign buyer and carrying his seal and signature in 

token thereof, 

(ii) the sample jointly sealed by the Export Inspection Agency and the exporter, the 

replica of which has bwn sent to the foreign buyer and duly approved by 
him; 

(iii) the sample, submitted by the exporter declaring it as an approved sample of the 

buyer. 

2 . All micas from 2 mils and above to less than 7 mils in the Stained A, G.S. (M) and 
better qualities shall be called thin blocks or thins. They shall be allowed to be exported 
if their pricse are atleast equal to the price of 3 rd quality Condenser Films, in the case of 
'Stained A quality, the price of 2 nd quality Condenser Films in the case of G.S. (M) quality 
and the price of l.st quality Condenser Films in the case of G.S. or higher qualities. 

3 . All micas in qualities from Stained I and down in thickness below 7 mils shall be 
allowed to be exported at prices 25 per cent less than Block Mica Prices. These may bei 
-described as thins or Cleanings. 

4 . For the purpose of calculating the prices of Circular STC Blocks, e.g., 4 " circles 
■etc. the total area of the circle shall be calculated in sq. inches or sq. cms. The floor 
-prioo and premium for such circular blocks shall be calculated on the basis of the sq. 
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lafh area, as provided for other rectangular blocks. This basis of calculation will not 
apply to those circular STC sizes for which prices have been fixed. 

5 . Any mica block that is soft and heavily mudstained with smoky stains and is also 
cross grained, which is lower in quality than spotted II shall be allowed to be shipped as 
Red/Copper Stained I or IT or at a price between the two as the buyers and sellers may 
have agreed upon. 

6 , Orders placed with code words, such as V- 1 , V- 2 , V -3 etc. shall also contain against 
■each such item the corresponding quality descriptions as specified in Governrnent Press 
Note to facilitate correct assessment of the qualnies during preshipment inspections.

OTHER CONDITIONS FOR EXPORT OF PROCESSED MICA 

Any tUpmcnt of mica of any variety other than 'Fabricated Mica’ will be permitted 
only if irrevocable letter of credit to the extent of 100 per cent of the invoice value of the 
goods (which will included the export duty) has been owned in favour of the exporters 
To facilitate settlement of claims as between the foreign buyers and exporters, the follow¬ 
ing ftirangcments will continue to be in force;— 

(a) While the foreign buyer will open irrevocable letter of credit in a Bank in India 

for 100 per cent of the invoice value (which will include the export duty), the 
letter of credit should include a special stipulation that not more than 95 per 
cent of tto amount will initially be payable to the exporter and the balance 
(of 5 per cent) will continue to be Iwld (in the bank in India) for a period 
not exoe^iiw six months from the date of shipment, within which the said 
balance would remain available for settlement 6f any claims arising, 

(b) Any daim arising from causes other than the question of quality including size 

(that is, from causes such as short weight, breakage, pilferage, penalty for 
late shipment etc.) as are raised by the buyer, and admitted by the exporter, 
will (unto a limit of 2 per cent of the invoice value) be allowed to be adjust¬ 
ed in tavour of the buyer by the Reserve Bank of India, against the afore¬ 
said balance of 5 per cent on application being made by the exporter. Such 
application should indicate: 

( 1 ) Name and address of the exporter, 

(ii) Name and address of the claimant (foreign buyer). 

(iii) Number of the G.R/E.P./P.P. form on which the export was declared; 

(iv) Invoice value of the goods exported supported by a certificate in original from 

the authorised dealer through whom the proceeds have been realised to the 
effect that the full export proceeds have been received in India in an ap¬ 
proved manner. 

(v) Grounds on which claim has been made. 

(vi) Amount for which claim is proposed to be settled (supported by the original 

Debit note, if any received from the claimant). 

(vii) Basis on which the amount of the proposed settlement is calculated, supported 

by the original Sale Contracts as well as Survey/Tnspection/Analysis 
Weight Report (whichever is relevant to the type of claim) or in the case 
of penalty claims for late shipment, copy of the related Bill of Lading; and 

(viii) A brief history stating the dreumstanoes in ■which the claim has arisen and 
enclosing the original correspondence exchanged by the exporters with 
the parties concerned regarding the claim. 

(c) This application should include a formal declaration by the exporter that the 

partirolars given by him arc correct and conforming that the exporter has 
not already paid the claim or adjusted it in any other manner, 

(d) In case the exporter is unable to produce any of the requisite documents, he 

may explain suitable, reasons for his inability to do so and enclose a 
recommendation from the Export Inspection Council in support of his claim, 
such recommendation will not be required where thg requisite documents 
arc produced by the exporter. 

(c) Claims arising from the above mentioned cause but of a higher value than 
2 per cent of the consignment value or arising on account of the duality 
of mica (including size) should be preferred before, and will be adjudged 
by a special Panel being constituted by the Indian Council of Arbitra^n 
details in regard to the Penal have been announced separately. The 
application of the exporter in regard to such claims should apart from the 
same details and documents as mentioned above, be supported in addition 
by the said Panel’s award in original (with a certified copy thereof): if the 
application is documented in this manner, the adjustments/remittance 
required to settle the claim will bo allowed by the Reserve Bank of Indi-a.

.Stiipmcate of fabricated mica i.e. cut mica blocks and condenser films accurately 
gauged, cut plates, punched backing plates or backers, punched bridges, spacers, trimmers,
